An extremely successful banquet of 
the American Club of McGill was hold 
last evening at the Windsor Hotel. 
This dinner has been the fourth an- 
nual banquet held iu celebration of 
tho American Thanksgiving Day. 

At about nino o'clock the members 
of the American Club assembled for 
their annual turkey dinner. There 
they found set before them a very 
substantial repast, arranged to suit 
the tastes of the men from the 
different States assembled. During 
the dinner, between the different 
courses, the songs and yells or McGill 
and represented colleges of the States 
wore given with much enthusiasm. 

Towards the close of the repast, 
when Ihc men showed that they had 
done justice to it, H. L. Uokey, Med. 
'17, president of the American Club, 
proposed a toast to His Majesty the 
King, followed by a toast to President 
Wilson. Doth of these toasts were re- 
sponded to with great spirit. 

After a few patriotic démonstrations 
in the way of national airs and col- 
lege yells, Mr. Gokcy introduced the 
guests of the evening, to whom much 
of the success and enjoyment of Uie 
evening was due. 

The first speaker of the cvoning 
was Dr. J. W. Scaue, registrar of the 
Medical Faculty of McGill, who, by 
his address, certainly showed that ho 
was in for the support of the Ameri- 
can Club heart and soul, although not 
an American himself. Dr. Scane, who 
has been registrar of the Medical Fac- 
ulty since 1903, has had many oppor- 
tunities of meeting most of the Amer- 
icans who come to attend McGill. a 
great majority of the Americans at 
McGill aro pursuing medical courses, 
as It is probably known. During the 
last ten years, Dr. Scane pointed otu, 
on an average forty of the Faculty of 
Medicine, i.e., about 10 per cent., were 
Americans. This surely shows that 
McGiU's medical course is very at- 
tractive to men across tho border.. 

In relation to tho patriotism of tht* 
medicals, Dr. Scane slated that this 
Faculty has about one hundred sUv 
dents now on activo service, aside 
from over ono hundred and twenty 
graduates at the front. From the 
staff of ninety, only forty-three re- 
main, due to the same conditions. 

Dr. Becht, of the University of Chi- 
cago, was the next guest to hold tne 
Interest of the Americans. Dr. Becht, 
who Is at present lecturing in McGill 
on physiology, spoke on what he con- 
sidered to be an essential develop- 
ment of a man, and that was tho de- 
velopment of a man's curiosity. 

The next speaker was one who is 
known much better to the Science 
men of the club, namely, Prof. Wil- 
lard, who is tho honorary president. 
Prof. Wlllard, who is connected with 
the railway department of McGilt, 
halls from Virginia, somewhere in the 
vicinity of Norfolk, and as a represen- 
tative of that district was well quali- 
fied to spring upon the gathering a 
number of good old Southern yarns 
and jokes, which were appreciated 
with explosive humor. 

Mr. J. E. Fuger, member of Science 
'17, and the secretary-treasurer of the 
American Club, was the next man 
called upon for entertainment. He 
showed his ability by the able manner 
In which ho recited "Tho Face on the 
Dar-room Floor." 

Prof. French, who has seen four 
years' service with McGiU's Depart- 
ment of Municipal Engineering, gave 
a very interesting talk on subjects of 
a more general interest He urged, 
from his experiences in an engineer- 
opportunities to becomo proficient in 
Science take more advantage of any 
tho Cornell Association, was very 
the art of publio speaking. At the 
close of Prof. French's talk, the Mc- 
Gill American Club was given the 
I very unexpected pleasure of meeting 
I the members of the Cornell Associa- 
tion of Eastern Canada, who had just 
broken up their eolebration to como 
and Join the McGill men. After a 
hearty exchange of yells, tho an- 
nouncement that Cornell had trimmed 
Pennsylvania in football was made. 
This gave rise to further demonstra- 
tions of good feeling, for this win for 
Cornell means the clinching of tho 
eastern football championship by Cor- 
nell. 

After the gathering had quieted 
down, one of the Cornell men was 
called upon to say a few words to the 
assembly. Mr.' Alfred Savage, being 
a graduate in Science at McGill and 
later a graduate In Medicine at Cor- 
nell, was in a satisfactory position to 
address both assemblies.

A meeting of the executive of tho 
Lit. was held on Wednesday evening 
when much important business was 
disposed of. The debates for .Monday, 
Dec. 0, wero arranged. The first one 
Is between tho Presbyterian College 
and Law. '17 on tho subject, "Resolveo 
that the British" press censorship 
-should be modified." The Presbyter- 
Ian College will take the affirmative. 

Tho second, debate is between Arts 
'17 and Science 17. The latter will 
argue that "Strikes arc detrimental to 
the best interests of the laboring 
classes." 

Fifteen classcs in the university out 
of a total of twenty have entered the 
Inter-class scries of debates, and 
since all those classes are now well 
organized, It is possible for the execu- 
tive to go ahead with the drawing up 
of the schedule. The great difficulty 
met with in trying, .to make satisfac- 
tory plans is the short period of time 
during which the debates can be held. 
Tt was finally decided that the only 
way in which all Ihc debates can be 
held within a reasonable time would 
be to divide the classes into Ihree sec- 
tions, the first composed of the three 
years in Law and tho Presbyterian 
and Diocesan Colleges; the second of 
Arts '1C. Arts '17, Science '16. Science 
'17 and Med. '17; the. third consists of 
all the lower classes, including Arts 
19 and Arts 'IS, Science '10, Science 
'18 and Medicine '10. A provisionary 
schedule has been drawn up, but as 
some few corrections have still to be 
made, It is not ready for publication. 
It is hoped that the full schedule will 
be published within a few days.

The gran- 
dour and Htatcllncss of the great com- 
poser were brought out with a mar- 
velous display of feeling, a precision, 
a unity of thought, and a technical-ex- 
actness as fine an human effort makes 
it possible.

THE POST OFFICE 
ISSUES BULLETIN 



Public Has False Impression of 
Powers of Department. 



The Department is in receipt of ap- 
plications to have parcels addressed 
to our soldiers in France sent free or 
at reduced rates of postage, there evi- 
dently being an impression that the 
Department has control of these rates 
and could do as it wished; but thl3 ts 
not so, as the question of postage is 
fixed by international agreement, so 
that it is not within the power of the 
Canadian Post Offlco Department to 
undertake to carry the parcels freo 
or at a reduced rate of postage. Un- 
der international law, provision is 
made for the free transmislson of par- 
cels for prisoners of war, but this 
privilege does not extend to parcels 
for troops engaged In active service, 
nor Is It within tho power of the De- 
partment to so extend it. 

The rate or postage required on 
parcels addressed to the troops de- 
pends upon the location of tho ad- 
dressee. If the addressee is in Eng- 
land, the rate on parcels for England 
applies, which is 12 cenls per pound; 
whilst, if he Is in France, the parcels 
are subject to the rates applicable to 
parcels for France, which are as fol- 
lows: 

1 pound , $0.32 

2 pounds 40 

3 pounds ; .43 

4 pounds 64 

5 pounds 72 

6 pounds ... .80 

7 pounds 88 

8 pounds 1.02 

0 pounds 1.10 

10 pounds 1.18 

11 pounds 1.26 

These are exactly the same charge» 

which existed for years between Can- 
ada, England and Franco before tho 
war, and arc the Tcsult of an agree- 
ment or convention made between 
these countries and Canada, and as 
these countries have not agreed to 
lower their rates between England 
and France, Canada has to pay to 
them the samo rates as before the 
war and must charge tho same post- 
age. 

In all cases parcels for the troops 
must be addressed, " Care of Army 
Post Office, London, England," but 
this does not In any way affect the 
rate of postage, which depends en- 
tirely upon the location of the ad- 
dressee.

COLLEGE GRADS. 
UNBELIEVERS? 



Pastor Russell Says Ninety-Five 
Per Cent. Are 



APES INTO PROFESSORS 



Also Thinks Professors of Col- 
leges Have Little Faith in 
Personal God. 



In the opinion of Pastor Russell, or 
the International Bible Studonts' As- 
sociation, tho Watch Tower Bible and 
Tract Society and other religious or- 
ganizations, of Brooklyn, NX, 95 per 
cent, of the graduates of the colleges 
of tho world are unbelievers in God. 
Such was the pastor's statement at 
Kingston a few nights ago whou ad- 
dressing a meeting on the subject of 
"Tho Battle of Armageddon," which 
was held under the auspices of tho 
local supporters of the numerous so- 
cieties Pastor Russell fostci-6. 

Tho speaker, continuing his utter- 
ances regarding the spiritual Btatuo 
of students in our colleges, said Be 
believed they had little faith in a per- 
sonal God. The speaker said he would 
not say the professors were not hon- 
est in their endeavors, but they told 
us of toadstools becoming frogs, frogs 
being changed into apes and apes Into 
college professors. 

The latter sentence created unlimit- 
ed applause from a certain section oi 
the audience. 

Pastor Russell asked if all did not 
believe that God had not a great pari 
in the evolution of nature and hu- 
manity. 

In his introductory remarks, tho 
speaker outlined briefly tho ideas of 
the International Bible Students' As- 
sociation. It was aimed to establish 
a better interpretation In Bible re- 
search. 

He said that all the great nations 
were in debt before tho war com- 
menced and would be more so when 
the war was over. He pointed to the 
fact that newspapers and others were 
already saying that revolution would 
follow tho signing of peace because 
of the demoralization of individual 
and financial conditions. 

He then stated that the Bible Inter- 
pretation of "earthquake" was revo- 
lution, and also that after earthquake 
came the " fire" and the destruction 
of society. The Bible told us that 
every man's hand would bo against 
his neighbors. 

The speaker claimed that tho earth 
was only half populated and cited In- 
dia as an illustration, stating that, 
although there were 300,000,000 in the 
Empire, one could travel miles with- 
out seeing a house.

Unique In Its stupendousneea, 
ins fierceness, its luxuries and com' 
forts. It is indeed the war "de luxe,' 
and another addition to its uniqueness 
was made last Thursday evening when 
the Siaten of this unit were "at 
home" to the aon-coms and men, 
Never, so far as we know, has an en 
tertainment of this nature been given 
in a unit on the lines of communies 
tion. It wa* a Hallowe'en burst of 
levity, and, as the 'programme said 
they came to dance and play, In cor 
tume gay. Where the costumes came 
from no one knows. Everything wltb 
the slightest possibilities was made 
use of In the get-ups. A cape and a 
cloak with a few remodelling touches 
made a dress quite up to specifica- 
tions.

McGill Dally.) 
No. 3 (McGill) General Hospital, 
France, November 10.— There are sev- 
eral tilings I might write about but 
most of these have boen covered al- 
ready. Llcut.-Col. Elder's letter, al- 
ready published, gives a very straight- 
forward Idea of the work here, far 
more so than the wild account of our 
glory as recounted in the "Star" by 
some correspondent. 

We are a tent hospital, supposed 
to bo a General. By this is meant we 
have a capacity of 1,040 beds, and are 
on the lines of communication. To be 
sure, often in times of stress we arc 
for the time being transformed into a 
casualty clearing station, but to get a 
clear Idea of this I roust tell you all 
tho different places through which 
the wounded pass in their journey to 
the trenches back to us. And if their 
wounds arc serious, to •'Blighty." 

To begin with, then, each regiment 
has stretcher bearers in the ratio of 
two to each company. There Is also 
tho Regimental Medical Officer. These 
men, the stretcher-bearers, accompany 
tho Battalion into the trenches. This 
work of regimental stretcher bearer is 
exceedingly dangerous. The chief 
work of these men is to lake tho 
wounded, no matter where they are 
lying, to the Regimental Medical Of- 
ficer, who has set up his dressing sta- 
tion possibly in the trenches in a dug- 
out, Field dressings and the iodine 
applied, the men aro then taken back 
to the aid post, which is stationed as 
near as possible In some sheltered 
spot. There, or often even In the 
trenches, the men get their 600 units 
of anti-tetanic serum, and after a short 
rest are shipped farther back to the 
casualty clearing hospital. Many get. 
no farther, as their wounds aro mere 
scratches and with a day or so here 
in comparative quiet they are quite 
able to carry-on.

Our team is composed for tho 
most part of old countrymen, although 
Capts. Robertson, Malone and Dixon 
are regulars. We havo not been en- 
tirely successful so far, but wo have 
won several games and the boy 3 aro 
getting into their stride, and arc 
showing u\ better every game. Lust 
Sunday we beat a team of Royal En- 
gineers 4-0. 

Most of us when off duty take In 
Lt.-Col. Eldor's clinics, which he is 
holding three times a week. While 
these arc primarily for final year men, 
the juniors arc taking advantage of 
this opportunity to keep from rusting. 
He treats of cases right in the hospital 
and the Interest in this course is grow- 
ing immensely. Every second night as 
niany as twenty-five go down to hear 
the Colonel. He is tho same as of old 
with his humorous way of pressing 
home knowledge. 

There is, as you know, I am sure, a 
Field branch of tho McGlll Y. M. C. A. 
This organization is doing absolutely 
splendid work in a quiet, unobtrusive 
way. They have a largo marquee, fit- 
ted up comfortably with easy chairs, 
writing tables and such, and this is al- 
ways a Mecca for the men and pati- 
ents. Here thero are on file, most of 
the latest publications of . value, sev- 
eral daily papers, and then there is a 
library of good current fiction, bio- 
graphy, and war literature. Tho "Y" 
has been instrumental in staging a 
very excellent concert in its tent not 
long ago, when It secured for the 
evening Mr. Pochin, of Leicester. Ho 
gav,j the patients what they wanted 
all right, and his recital sure was a 
blues-dispeller. 

Protected Against Bain.

Individual attention. After an opera, 
tion, theso men are again entrained 
and get to the Stationary Hospital. 
Some stay here, and others go right 
through to a Geueral Hospital or ono 
of our class. As a general rule, there 
aro four stationary hospitals to ono 
General, so wo are fed by four small 
hospitals. 

Here, thero is a somewhat cumbcr- 
sorao establishment. This does not 
mean clumsy, but rather immobile. 
There aro large, quantities of supplies 
of all kinds, and. things here for; the 
first time take on tho air of per- 
manency. 

How do they got back here, far be- 
yond the sound of guns, and the sights 
of struggle? There are luxurious hos- 
pital trains which meet the ambul- 
ances at the railhead. These trains 
are, many of them, specially convert- 
ed baggage vans, with two tiers of 
cots. There are on board a kitchen 
from which tbo patients get sustain- 
ing nourishment, a dispensary, an 
operating room and quarters for tho 
personnel which is composed of all 
ranks about 40. Thcso trains havo ac- 
commodation for as many as 500 pa- 
tients, depending on the number of 
cars. Some of them, such as tbo Prin 
cess Christian train, aro Indeed roll 
ing palaces. 

The work hack hero is curative in 
stead of being, as it is at the Field 
Dressing Stations, preventive. Wo 
have often cases that have been oper 
ated on before, while in many cases 
the arrivals arc coated with tho thick, 
yellow mud of Flanders. Tho opera- 
tions aro chiefly for tho removal of 
shrapnel and bullets, or for cleaning 
up wounds so caused. The shrapnel 
wounds arc always, almost, without ex- 
ception, sadly infected, while the gun- 
shot wounds, are not infrequently 
quite clean. 

From here a large percentage go al- 
most straight back to the trenches, so 
many of the wounds and sicknesses 
wc got not being very serious. There 
arc, however, a large number who are 
sent by a hospital ship to England to 
recuperate in Base Hospitals. 

Men of All Classes. 

The patients wc get are all Non- 
Coros., and men, English, Irish, Scotch, 
Welsh. Canadians and Australians. 
They arc every ono from tho first to 
the last tho best hunch of men in the 
world. From the somewhat aristo- 
cratic private in the Honorable Artil- 
lery Company to the Terrier Tommy of 
the laboring class, they can't be beat- 
en in irrepressible cheerfulness and 
patient fortitude. They hate to be of 
any bother. One caso I member es- 
pecially. A poor chap with about half 
his head blown in called over to mo 
one evening, "I wonder if I might have 
a drink, I think I could sleep better if 
I bad one. I hope you don't mind me 
troubling you." Can you beat that for 
a fellow who has been through so 
much and yet who expects so little. 

For a while, after the splendid vic- 
tories of tho end of September, we 
wcro very busy, but of late, we are 
not over-rushed and have been using 
our off-duty hours in various ways. 

Somo like to Rce tho surrounding 
country ond walk to neighboring vil- 
lage*. Of these there are a great 
many. Every couple of miles ono can 
sec a hamlet. Often It Is barely more 
than the historic old church with a 
handful of houses clustered around 
practically within Its shadow remind- 
ing on c of nothing so much as a hen 
and her brood. The old padres are a 
fine class— I say "old" because the 
cloth In France does not exempt Its 
wearer from military service. There 
Is one of these venerable priests who 
lives nearby. He Is indeed a charac- 
ter, rather tall, decidedly bent with his 
fifty odd years aud with a faco hardly 
handsome, yet far from repulsive. His 
little dark eyes, with a large aquiline 
nose interposed, shine out from under 
very 3haggy brows. He has a large 



ber-boots. Arrayed In this multifari- 
ous display of variegated colors, styles 
and shapes, onc would hardly recog- 
nize in us anything military- However, 
It is tho only get-up for the weather 
and if it doesn't look smart, it is com- 
fortable. Rather than being the "Ex- 
traordinary Privates," Dr. (now Col- 
onel) Adaml used to speak of, wc are 
Ordinary Orderlies, but be it said ex- 
traordinarily happy despite everything. 
* Oftentimes, a crowd appears, and 
there Is a talking and much pushing 
and shoving to get Into the inner 
circle, for wo all know that the 
centre there is a copy of the Dally. 
There are two faults to be found with j 
It; first, there are never enough get 
here; and, second, it is not durable 
enough.

EDISOX OIÏ CIGARETTES.

The combination 
of burning paper and tobacco makes a 
compound which is neither tobacco 
smoke not paper smoke, but has a 
name which chemists know and a 
smell which everybody knows. There 
is not much of the new compound, but 
in what there is of it lies the idiosyn- 
crasy of the cigarette. ThomaB A 
Edison may be supposed to know what 
Jie is talking about when lie says: 
.'Acrolein is one of the most terrible 
drugs in Its effect on the human body. 
The burning of ordinary cigarette 
paper always produces acrolein. Thnt 
la what makes the smoke so irritating. 
I really believe that it often makes 
boys Insane. We sometimes develop 
acrolein in this laboratory in our ex- 
periments with glycerine. One whiff 
of lt from the oven drove one of my 
assistants out of the building the other 
day. I can hardly exaggorate the dan- 
serons nature of acrolein, and yet that 
is what a man or a boy is dealing with 
•very time he smokes the ordinary 
cigarette. '" 

OF FBE5CH BLOOD. 

(Dundee Advertiser.) 
It has been discovered that Count 
Zeppelin has a mixture of French 
blood in his veins. His grandmother 
on the paternal side .was a Mile. 
Mauchlair. belonging to a family of 
the Champenois district. His mother 
•was Mile. Macaire, who, although born 
In Geneva, was of French parentage. 
It is thus seen that Germany's hero — 
only second to Hindenburg in popular 
estimation— is very far from being en- 
tirely Teutonic. The possession, how- 
ever, of French blood did not prevent 
Count Zeppelin from fighting against 
the French in 1870, or from sending 
bis balloons to throw bombs over 
Paris and other French towns.

HELD FIRST PRACTICE. 



Lieut. Ian Macnaughton, who is at 
tho front with the Canadian*, writes 
as follows to his father, Prof. John 
Macnaughton, LL.D.; 

" I have been in France now for a 
little more than a week, and have 
spent most of my time so far taking 
courses, so have not secu any fighting 
yet. In any case, there is very little 
going on in this section of the line, 
ami most of the time is spent In re- 
pairing trenches which have fallen In 
on account of the wet weather. Cpn- 
tinously bad weather has not yet set 
in, yet with what we havo had the 
trenches wc hold arc very seriously 
affected. I don't sec what is going to 
be done about it when winter conies 
In earnest. It will be difficult to 
make the place habitable at all. 

" Tho present lighting is very much 
I like a sort of garrison duty. Our 
brigade has four battalions, two of 
I which are in the trenches at a time, 
while the other two aro back in bil- 
lets. The battalions in billets, aro 
used for fatigues and working parties 
of all kinds wherever they are' needed, 
and often have much harder work 
than when Uiey are actually in tne 
trenches. The battalions change 
places every six days, so that each 
battalion has six days in and six days 
out of the trenches. 

" Last week I had a course at the 
Divisional Trench Warfare School. 
There wc were shown some now ideas 
in Ihc construction of trenches and 
dugouts, and also the use of a rlflo 
with a periscope attachment, which 
enables the man to tire his rifle with- 
out exposing his head above the par- 
japct. This week I am having a course 
i in bombing at the Brigade Bombing 
I School, which lias only just been 
stai'tcd. Wc are glveu practice In 
throwing all the various kinds of 
bombs In use by the British. Wc aro 
also taught the use of the German 
varieties, so that In case of the cap- 
ture of a German trench wc can us» 
their own bombs against the cnem> 
themselves. Although at tho begin- 
ning our bombs -were very inferior to 
those of the Germans, wc now have 
bombs which arc of better quality 
than theirs, and we are getting them 
in large quantities, s0 that we are no 
longer at a disadvantage in that re- 
spect. From the infantry point 'of 
view, bombing and machino gun work 
are the two most important things In 
this so-called trench warfare. Tho 
French have even carried this idea so 
far that they arc said to be organiz- 
ing their infantry into regiments con- 
sisting of three battalions each — ono 
battalion of bombers, one of machtnc 
gunners and one of pioneers, the men 
who are to do the digging. It lias 
come to this now, that the men who 
were formerly looked upon as special- 
ists form the mass of the fighting 
unit, and (he man who merely car- 
ries his rifle pulls the trigger or fixe» 
his bayonet, is the one least frequent- 
ly met with. 

"I am feeling in very good form, 
and have not had even so much as a 
cold in the head to complain of since 
I left England. We have had com- 
paratively few casualties so far, am. 
every ono is in very good spirits."
